The onrushing Mencken. whose new mag- 
crine, the Mercurr, has just begun to makea 
green spot upon local newsracks, delivers in 
the current issue a terrific onslaught upon 
the farmer, whom he charges with caring 
nothing about the fortunes of others but 
lustily bawling for relief when things go 
badly with him. The attack would be more 
convincing tf one did not recall that farm- 
ing has been steadily failing for many years. 
Senator Brookhart thinks we must decide 
whether we mean to give it up.

THE ORIGINAL MISSOURIANS. 
(Raymond W. Thorp in Adventure Maga- 
zine.) 

Missouri, unlike many States, never had 
a large number of Indians, Indian tribes, 
or warlike chiefs of ability. The Osage 
Indians were the only tribe peculiar to and 
historically native in Missouri: The “Mis- 
sovuris,” who took their name from the 
river, were living there when Marquette 
and Joliet made their famous trip in 1673. 
but they had originally come there from 
the vicinity of Green Bay, Wis. They were 

pever a strong tribe. hia, 

Other Indian tribes in Missouri came 
late, as the Sauks, Foxes. and Delawares. 
These originated cast of the Mississippi and 
seitied in Missouri during the Spanish 
period. 

The Osazes were the distinctive Indians 
of Missouri. and well might the State be 
proud of them. The great artist, Catlin, 
states that the Osdges were “the tallest 
race of men in North America, either of 
red or white skin.” Few Osage breves 
were under six feet in height, many were 
six feet and six inches, and some were 
seven feet tall. They were wé#ll-propor- 
tioned and good looking, and in movement 
they were quick and graceful. In war and 


‘the chase they equaled any. Although Iliv- 


ing close to the white man for decades they 
late retained their primitive customs and 
dress. 

On Nov. 10, 1808. by a treaty with the 
L'nited States Government at Fort Clark. 
near Kahsas City, Mo., the Osages ceded 
all their lands east of a line running due 
south from Fort Clark to the Arkansas 
River. They tater ceded their Missourj 
land tying west of this line. They are to- 
day the richest single class of people in the 
world, their wealth averaging over $1066 
per person.

MASS MEETING OF 
PAINTERS ON WAGES 


Employers’ Offer of 124c 
Hourly Increase. 


A mass meeting of the local 
Painters’ Union will be held tomor- 
row morning at Unity Hall, Grand 
and Page boulevards, to determine 


the will of the 2300 painters in the 
union with reference to the present 
wage dispute between the union 
and employers. 

At a meeting yesterday between 
the painters’ wage committee and 
representatives of the Associated 
Building Interests of St. Louis, the 
employers offered the union a new 
working contract calling for a $1.25 
hourly wage scale. This is an in- 
crease of 12% cents over the pres- 
ent scale and employers announced 
definitely yesterday that this offer 
would be the only one made. Un- 
less accepted by the union at to- 
morrow’s meeting, employers stated 
they would “carry on” “Monday 


with other labor at this pay. 

Union representatives receiving 
the employers’ offer yesterday in- 
dicated neither acceptance nor re- 
jection, stating simply that “‘it 
was up to the men.” Their: de- 
mands included a new scale rang- 
ing from $1.50 to $1.65 hourly on 
the basis of a five day “‘work 
week.”” Employers Say that to 
agree to these demands would be 
“business suicide.”’ ey point out 
that ‘painters, unlike many of the 
other crafts, are offered an almost 
continual round of work because of 
the fact that every well-kept home 
and building must be painted and 
decorated every few years. They 
argue further that, since most of 


the work is interior, painters are 


not affected by inclemegt weather. 


Members of the Hoisting Engi- 
neers’ Union, totaling 100, yester- 
day accepted a basic scale of $1.50 
hourly for.one and two-drum en- 
gines. These men returned to their 
posts this morning. The building 
laborers, whose refusal to actept 
a 10-cent increase Monday re- 
sulted in the offer being with- 
drawn, are still on strike. It is 
understood that a representative 
of their international union vis- 
ited St. Louis this week and urged 
an early settlement of the differ- 
ence.
